‘Those ree - 
quisitions were always complied: with, 
although it was felt ‘that many of them 
were unnecessary, and our inadequate 
force was still further weakened,: We 
do not know whether Mr Deano, had 
any disoretio: power to grant or 
refuse such ‘applications, but if he had 
not, the sooner he is invested, with it 
the better. It seems monstrous that 
the arrangements of the Head of the- 
Police for ther distribution of’ his force 
should ‘be complicated by ‘demands for 
mon, whose services can be given only 
by sacrificing to some extent the publio - 
interest, :
